for the problems now confronting the 
eon cress. 


No piece of jviiper written back in 


the Eighteenth century could possible 
presume l<> regulate the inter-state 
prob'civ.s now affecting the nation— 
problems of hours and wages, prob- 
lems of fail competition, economic se- 
curity, and the rest. 


The preamble of the constitution— 


which is the cs--cncc of the entire doc- 
ument—has been disregarded by many 
court decisions in favor of more re- 
cent precedents, created by justices, 
not by the constitution's framcrs. 


And yet, one constitutional amend- 


ment may finally have to be proposed 


something to give the supreme court 


specific authority to deal with border- 
line issues which escape from the con- 
trol of the .-talcs and which the federal 
government may have no authority to 
attack as yet. 


Such an amendment—since we are 


a nation of federal states rather than 
one central government—may be re- 
quired; but the president's broad at- 
tack on the supreme court still stands 
as a truthful and valid criticism.

in Texarkana Is Quick- 


ly Denied 


The whereabouts of Ode Taylor, 53- 


year-old farmer, who was reported 
to have disappeared from a down- 
town street in Hope Saturday, remain- 
ed a mystery Wednesday, sheriff's of- 
ficers said.

language, tells how emotional con- 
flicts and maladjustments arise and 
what they are apt to do to the people 
who suffer from them. 


Her chief service, it sems ot me, 


lies in her exposition of the way wo 
can suffer from such things without 


knowing that anything in particular is 
wrong wilh us. 


Her book also is useful in that it em- 


phasizes that one does not need to 
fear going to a psychiatrist—that such 
a visit does not mean that one is on 
the borderland of insanity, or afflicted 
with some shameful mental ailment 
that must be screened from the neigh- 
bors. 


Modern life puts us all under pres- 


sure. Psychiatry is able to correct 
many of the bad effects of that pres- 
sure. 


Dr. Adamsoii's book is a welcome ex- 


position of the part this science can 
play to promote human happiness.

worth of planes to Spanish Loyalists. 


The Incident spsled not only current 


worry over how to avoid upsetting the 
troublesome- Spanish apple cart, but 
future worry over the influence of 
the "almighty dollar" on American ef- 
forts to stay out of foreign conflicts. 


Until the Cuse affair, the state de- 


partment was able to stave off ship- 
ments to the Spanish belligerents by 
appeals to loyalty and by suggestions 
that the senate munitions investigation 
already had pvit much of the munitions 
industry n biad repute. (The neutrality 
act does not cover civil wars.) 


Foodstuffs Big Factor 


When such appoals and suggestions 


failed to work in the case of Cusc's 
planes, some observant officials begun 
to speculate as to what would be the 
reaction if potatoes and corn should 
be involved insteda of planes and en- 
gines. 


If a real war broke out. the demand 


for agricultural products and food sup- 
plies in general. would become almost 
as urgent as the cry for bombs and 
bullets. Would the loyalty of farmers. 
burdened perhaps with a surplus of 
wheat be equal to foregoing profitable 
sales to warring nations? 


So far no senate investigators have 


.sought to smear the reputations of 
farmers for selling food to the allies 
before American entry into the World 
war. The "smearing" has been direct- 
ed instead against the munitions mak- 
ers. As a result loyalty was not the 
only appeal that could be made to the 
munitions makers. Privately they were 
led to undrcstand that if they sought 
to override neutrality efforts by ship- 
ping arms to Spain there was no tell- 
ing what drastic restrictions an angry 
congress might impose upon the muni- 
lions industry. 


Congress Can Hold Temper 


But even congressional anger, finds 


restraints. When the neutrality bill 
was re-enacted last session there was 
talk of embargoing not only munitnons 
and arms, but "war materials." That 
included such items as copper and oil. 


Up rose opposition from copper and 


oil states. No embargo was imposed 
on "war materials." Thus oil ship- 
ments from the United States to Italy 
continued right along although league 
members hinted there was not much 
use in trying to impose sanctions With 
U. S. supplies unchecked. 


There is ample talk of broadening 


the President's powers under the neu- 
trality act so he can meet a situation 
such as the Spanish civil war, and per- 
haps impose restrictions on "war ma- 
terials." But likewise there is oppo- 
sition to getting too hoity-toity about 
trading with belligerents where it 
means real money.
